The report of the Philadelphia and Balti- 


more Banks suspensions gave the sharks 
here, commonly called ' brokers,' a firstrate 
chance to bite the unwary—and eagerly 
did the unprincipled avail themselves of the 
opportunity. On Saturday, tens of thou- 
sands of working people—including multi- 
tudes of poor women and girls who work 
lor half a quarter prices—get their weekly 
wages, and for the most part in notes of 
Banks outside of the city; and on the 
strength of the suspensions above noted, 
and the vague idea of a general Bank sus- 
pension throughout the 'country, the sharks 
have been changing as high as ten per cent, 
on the exchange of specie for notes on
